It was founded about twenty years 
ago, in Boston, by Dr Henry Foster 
a Doctor of Veterinary Medicine, 
to breed rats and mice for use 
in medical and other laboratories, 
and it moved to Wilmington in 
1951, to find the space needed for

Readers of the Town Crier have 
seen, from time to time, some of 
the outer manifestations ~ the huge 
air-conditioned truck which the 
Charles River Laboratories has, 
to deliver its product - a truck 
which has been nicknamed by the 
‘Town Crier asthe ‘Mouse Cadillac’ 
and pictures of technicians in the 
laboratory, working in the sterile 
conditions of that laboratory. 
Last summigr the Charles River 
Breeding Laboratories sent atech- 
nician to the Aeronautics 
and Space Adi Center, 
fr 


in Houston Texas. Just what 
happened there is not fully known 
- but now that center has a place 
for Austronauts, recently returned 
from the moon (in perhaps 1970) 
to live in, while they are scien- 
tifically tested, by the mere 
worldlings who did not make that 
trip. 

There was a picture of a part 
of that laboratory in Houston, in 
Time Magazine, in the issue of 
December 29, 1967, and a story 
entitled ‘Quarantine for Moon 
Travelers’.

After hearing Gillis’ report the

The problem of what the town is 
to do with those lots it now owns 
by virtue of non-payment of taxes 
occupied quite a bit of time, in 
the discussions.

Is Going Places 


Sometimes it is when two men 
get together and exchange an 
almost casual observation or two 
~ and then there is a gleam in the 
eye of one or the other - or both, 

Two such men are William 
Garth Jr., of Concord, and Ellis 
Hanson of Rockport, Something 
over half-a-dozen years ago, the 
two men noticed that there was no 
Tellable way to automatically ‘set’ 
the news, in newspaper composing 
rooms, which had arrived by the 
wires of Associated Press or the 
United Press. 

News in newspaper plants 
arrives in codes, which are 
punched out on tapes, or typed on 
long papers. Then an employee 
called a Linotype Operator, has to 
Sit down and reset all those letters 
all those words, into type which 
will in turn be used to print the 
newspajers, 

Garth and Hansen believed that 
there was a road open for them, 
in that the type could be set 
automatically on those lindtype 
machines, in whatever column 
width was desired by the local 
publisher of the newspaper. Not 
only could this be done for the 
big newspapers, which use the 
Mnotype machines, but for other 
papersm printed by the Offset 
process, and which use a machine 
called the Justowriter (on which, 
for instance, the Town Crier’s 
type is set). 

They set out to design such a 
machine, and when it was 
completed they called it a Justape. 
A mass of colored wires, an elec 
tronic marvel, it was designed to 
Sell for about $23,000. 

Half a dozen years ago, Garth 
and Hansen established a small 
plant, on Main Street in 
with just a few employees, Their 
company, then and now wholly 
owned, was called Compugraphic. 
To say that success was instant 
aneous is not exactly right, for 
there were many long months of 
hard work, but the firm did start 
to grow, a5 newspapers learned of 
the new process, and ordered Jus- 
tapes for themselves, 

A little over a year ago it was 
obvious that more space was going 
to be needed, for Compugraphic 
Corp. Garth and Hansen began to 
look around, 

They met Leo Barbo and A J 
Tambone, who were, after some 
months of work, about ready to 
announce the Wilmington Indus 
trial Park, north of Concord St 
and on Route 93, 

Compugraphic became one of 
the earliest firms that was inter 
ested in locating in that new indus 
trial park. The twomen contracted 
with Messrs Barbo and Tambone 
for a 15,000 square foot building 
- much larger than their old place 
in Reading. They moved in last 
April - with sbout 100 employees, 
It seemed - aimost - that Compu 
graphic had reached a leveling 


point. 
But in reality the firm was just 
about beginning. Its research 


staff, under direction of George 
Sausele, was going full speed 
ahead. Sausele now a Vice 
President, and a resident of Lynn 
field, had a good solid background 
in Photo Type Setting, with~ the 
Intertype and American Type Set 
ting Companies, 

‘The manufacturing division, set 
up under control of Carl Dantas 
of Reading, has been expanding, IT 
now produces, in addition to the 
Justape, its own printed circuit 
cards, and Dantas too is a Vice 
President. 

Then in September, a Marketing 
Division was set up, under control 
of Vincent B Morrison of Lexing 
ton, who has since then been pro- 
moted to the grade of Vice 
President. Morrison has organ 
ized a sales force into five

be almost unlimited. 

Compugraphic, which thought 
that 15,000 square feet was enough 
for its operations, will be moving 
into another 15,000 square feet in 
@ week or so ~ and have a total 
of 30,000 squre feet, with about 
150 employees. 

It ts, without doubt, one of the 
fastest growing industries in the 
type-setting field - and the fastest 
growing in Wilmington. 

What’s next? There are several 
innovations in the works. One of 
them is going to be 
on January 12th in Detroit, at the 
Great Lakes Mechanical Show - 
a Justape, a Junior Size, designed 
to sell for less than $10,000, or 
about half of the price of those 
previously sold, 

It will be, says Morrison, the 
same type of revolution for the 
smaller newspapers as the ori- 
ginal Justape was for the larger 
ones. And Compugraphic expects 
to sell a lot of them, 

And, the firm expects - the 
Justape Junior is only the 
Beginning.

Lester Smith 


‘smitty’ isdead, Lester H. Smith 
custodian of the Wilmington High 
School for the past 19 years, died 
suddenly in the Winchester 
Hospital on Sunday morning at the 
age of 59, 

Burial services were held yes- 
terday, in the Wilmington Congre- 
gational Church, with the Rev H 
Allen Tadgell conducting, and many 
mourners present. 

The burial was in the family lot 
in Wildwood Cemetery, with the 
Rev Mr Tadgell reading the grave- 
side prayers. 

The pall bearers were relatives 

~ and people connected with the 
Wilmington Schools, Edward 
Jensen, and William Jensen; Noah 
Denault, School Custodian; Fred 
Bellissimo, Harold Driscoll, and 
Robert Dicey, all teachers in the 
Wilmington Public Schools. 
-°"Phe funeral was in charge ofthe 
Joseph B McMahon and Son Funeral 
Home - with whom Mr Smith had 
had many years of service, as a 
part-time groundskeeper, assis- 
tant, and friend. 

Lester Smith, as the Custodian of 
the High School, set a standard 
of service that cannot be bettered, 

His was the prosaic jobof seeing 
that the place was kept clean, that 
the fires were kept burning, that 
the doors were locked and unlocked 
at the proper time--all those things 
that a Custodian of a large school 
would be expected to do. 

But his job was bigger than 
that. He was the man who gently 
chided the youngster who was in 
a washroom ‘stealing a smoke’, 
He was the man who helped a 
teacher who was trying for a spe- 
cial arrangement of some sort or 
other in her classroom, He was 
the man who was always helpful 
~ and to children’s organizations, 
such as Little League, the High 
Scho Boosters, and others - they 
wili-never know what Smitty used 
to do for them unasked and unsung. 

Lester Smith had a hard life. 
An orphan, he came to Wilmington 
at the age of three as a ward of 

the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, to live with Mr and Mrs 
Harry Miller, who had a home at 
the end of a road that was subse- 
quently named Miller Road. 

Mrs Miller was a kindly Irish-

woman, whoalways had half a dozen 
state wards in her home, She 
fed them well, and was an almost 
ideal foster mother - but she kept 
them working too. 

Smitty was one of the outstanding 
boys who lived with Mrs, Miller. 
Another, well known to previous 
generations of Wilmington people, 
was Clarence Putnam, who was 
best man for Mr and Mrs Smith 
at their wedding. 

They attended the Wilmington 
Public Schools, and while other 
children would dawdle on their 
way home, Smitty and Clarence 
Putnam, and the other boys in the 
Miller household would run home. 

There was a five acre garden 
beside the Miller home, and itwas 
their duty to week, and hoe, and 
farm that garden, Every afternoon, 
And when the weeding was done, 
there were the hens to feed, and 
other things to be done. 

When Smitty had grown older, he 
got a job on ‘Pop’s Farm’ - the 
farm of Christian Neilson - known 
then as ‘The Elms’. 

Smitty followed the plow, drove 
the teams of horses, milked the 
cows, and did everything that a 
farmhand was expected to do, 

Still the late Mr Smith went to 
work for other people - always 
demonstrating his outstanding faith 
fulness. 

‘Thus it was, 19 years ago, when 
the new Wilmington High School 
was opened, that Lester Harris 
Smith was chosen to be the High 
School Custodian. It wasn’t a highly 
paid job, but the Wilmington School 
Committee chose wisely, and he 
grew with the job, to be one of 
the finest employees of the Town 
of Wilmington. 

Mr Smith is survived by hiswife 
the former Thora Christensen, and 
three sons, Roland of Scituate, 
Lester H Jr., and Douglas of 
Wilmington, and three daughters, 
Ella Efraimson and Barbara 
Cleveland of Wilmington, ~ 
Shirley Boyer, of Meadsville, in 
Pennsylvania, and by many 
grandchildren. 

But in a greater sense, he is 
survived by many more than his 
immediate family - the thousands 
of youngsters to whom he was 
merely ‘Smitty’.
